New York, Oct. 30.- Failure has met 
the efforts of the committee appointed 
by the New York presbytery to induce 
Prof. A rthur C. MoGiffort of the Union 
seminary to quietly resign from the 
Presbyterian ministery. 
At the final 
meeting of the committee it was decided 
to make a report to the presbytery at 
Its next meeting on Nov, IS. 
An opin­ 
ion in Presbyterian circles is general 
that with the decision of Prof. McGif- 
fort not to withdraw the trial of another 
Union seminary for heresy will be diffi­ 
cult to avoid. 
The committee will re­ 
port to the presbytery that Prof. Me- 
GifTert’s views are not in accord with 
the cardinal doctrines of the church and 
will reccommend that the presbytery 
refer the case to the general assembly of 
next May for more definite instruc­ 
tions. 
It is not certain that the presbytery 
will accept the recommendation of its 
committee to refer the case back to the 
general assembly as it is quite within 
its power to order a trial of Prof. Mc- 
Giffert on its own responsibility.

In the early eighties, Mr. Townsend once 
more resumed an active business life as 
president of the United Lines Telegraph 
company, and was associated with John 
W, Mackay and Colonel Robert G inger 
sell in the formation of the Postal Tel 
egraph company.
